CARRIE ZAN0NI AND UER WXYR TOOK

T0IS0N IN THEIR DESPAIR,

Tbo Girl's Father Wm Opposed to the
Match and the Young Conple Did Not
Care to Live Apart To-Da- y C'onsldlne's
Dody la at the Morgue and Ills Hweeu
heart la In n Critical Condition In Delle-vox-H- ue

Will Not Hpenk.

Tretty Caroline Zanonl, who, together with
her lover, James Considiun, tried to end thoir
lives bv swallowing a mixture of Paris green
and carbollo acid in a deserted spot in West
Soventy.fourth street last night, is lying in u
precarious condition in tho Minety.nintb
Street Hospital.

Tho body of her lover, who died soon after
he arrived at tho hospital last night, is
stretohed out in tho dead-hous- e awaiting tho
arrival of the Coroner. He took enough of
tho poison to kill a dozen men, and the sickly
green paste.) iko bubstance is smeared all
over hisfaco and clothing.

Although tho girl has rocoverod conscious-
ness, she will not talk and refuses to answer
all questions. House Pnysician Dunn thinks
that she could only hare taken a small quan-
tity of the poison, for its efiects readily
yielded to tho treatment of an antidote.

Tbero is a possibility, he says, that she
may be able to leave the hospital in n day or
two, but thero is soma danger that a reaction
may occur, in which caso the result would bo
critical.

Carrie Is a prisonor, and Officer Cory, of
the Tenth street squad, is on guard at the
hospital and will tako her to court hs soon as
she is able to go out. Ho Is the officer who
found tho couple last night and had them
brought to the hospital.

" When I found them last night," said tho
officer, " tho girl was standing over the body
of tbo man, and seemed to bo perfectly dazod.
I did not see the man at first, but stumbled
against him as I walked towards tho girl.

' I struck a match, and when I saw him
lying there all covered with tho green stuff,
and found an empty bottle on the ground be-

side him, I knew what was up. 1 asked tho
girl if sbo had takon any of tho poison, and
she said no.

" Sho could hardly speak above a whisper,
and sho kept on denying it all the way to the
hospital, whero she said that sho and her
lover had taken the poison because they were
tired of life, were too poor to get married,
and wanted to die together.

" Bha was visited by her fathor last night
and again this morning, but would not
say much to him. My impression
is that tho old man didn't like
his daughter's lover, and wanted to
separate them, although he denies it and
says he only wanted to prevent her from
going out nights with him and remnining
nway from home until very late hours.''
